Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-7, 9-28, 30-41 and 43-50 are considered allowable since when reading 
the claims in light of the specification (MPEP § 21 1 .01 ) or In re Sneed , 71 0 F.2d 1 544, 
1548, 218 USPQ 385, 388 (Fed. Cir. 1983), none of the references of record alone or in 
combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in independent 
claims 1, 22 and 37 including "initial profile model" (supported at e. g., Iffl 0004, 0032), 
"set of profile parameters" (supported at e. g., 0004, 0020), "structure" (supported at 
e. g., Iflf 0001 , 0002), "simulated diffraction signal" (supported at e. g., U 0004), 
"optimized profile model" (supported at e. g., ffll 0004, 0062), "eliminating at least one 
profile parameter" (supported at e. g., H 0071), "fixing to a value at least one profile 
parameter" (supported at e. g., U 0046), "termination criteria" (supported at e. g., 
0004, 0041 ) wherein a profile model that is used to examine a semiconductor wafer 
structure is used to train a machine learning system and generating a simulated 
diffraction signal for an optimized profile model and modifying the optimized profile 
model by eliminating at least one profile parameter or fixing to a value at least one 
profile parameter and iterating the process of generating a simulated diffraction signal 
until a termination criteria is reached. 

The closest prior art (Doddi et al., USPPGPubN 2004/0267397) teaches optical 
metrology of structures formed on semiconductor wafer using machine learning 
systems. However, inter alia, Doddi does not teach modifying the optimized profile 
model by eliminating at least one profile parameter or fixing to a value at least one 
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profile parameter and iterating the process of generating a simulated diffraction signal 
until a termination criteria is reached. 

The Examiner has found that some parts of Doddi match word and figure details 
to that of the instant application. However, the inventor's of Doddi and those of the 
applicant are different. Further, the assignee of Doddi is different to that of the instant 
application. Further, the claimed invention of Doddi is very distinct (non obvious) to 
that of the instant application. Consequently, the Examiner has not determined that 
there is a double patent issue nor has the Examiner determined that infringement 
exists.
